QUININE STRENGTHENING, 

Since our last article on the position 
of quinine the general conditions which 
have governed the market have not 
changed materially, but new features 
have presented themselves which have 
made the situation far more interest- 
ing than it has been for some time, A 
big speculation has developed in Lon- 
don, which advanced the price there 
to such a figure that lots could be ex- 
ported from here and disposed of there 
at a handsome profit. Dealers in Lon- 
don were not slow to take advantage 
of this condition of affairs, and secured 
over 50,000 ounces at 2414c. cash, as re- 
ported in our last issue. It may appear 
Strange that they succeeded in obtain- 
ing lots at this price, as regular dealers 
have been rather unwilling sellers at 
this limit for some time. It transpires, 
however, that the bulk of these lots 
came from speculators who had become 
tired of carrying them and were glad 
to them out, some them be- 
lieving that there is no present prospect 
of an advance on the part of manufac- 
turers. Many outside speculators, how- 
ever, who have been sellers right along 
in the firm belief that there would be 
something of a break, such as has often 
occurred in the history of quinine fol- 
lowing a steady rise like that of the 
past two years, appear to be disap- 
pointed at the prospect of their being 
unable to replace their holdings at a 
low as they had hoped to 
about this time. 

Another strong feature is the sale 
last week of large lines by dealers for 
consumption at full manufacturers’ 
prices, tor favorite The mat 
ket has been visibly strengthened by 
these sales, and it would be next to im- 
possible to buy anything below twenty- 
five cents, except in very small lots for 
jobbing purposes. The drift of the mar- 
ket is seen in the increasing importa- 
tions by manufacturers’ agents, and 
when the active season of consumption 
sets in the lines will probably be drawn 
tighter than they are at the present 
moment. One reason for the London 
speculation is said to be the receipt of 
large orders from the far East. 

As we have said before, manufac- 
turers will probably be content to al- 
low the price to remain what it is for 
sume time. They have been making a 
good profit on what they have been 
selling, and will for some time to come, 
so long as they continue to qui- 
nine made from their bark purchases 
up to the present time.

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LINSEED OIL LOWER. 

As foreshadowed in recent issues of 
the Reporter, the local crushers on 
Tuesday last. announced another re- 
duction in their quotations for linseed 
vil, the price now being forty-five cents 
per gallon for domestic and fifty cents 
for Calcutta goods. This action was 
based upon tworeasons,the principal one 
being the annoying competition which 
the manufacturers in this locality have 
lately encountered from Western pro- 
ducers.

this advance has been to stimulate the 
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them is found in the weak and declin- 
ing tendency of flaxseed. For some 
time past oil for delivery during the 
month of September has been available 
from outside sources at fully’ three 
cents under the prices ruling before the 
present figures were established. As the 
general situation has recently been so 
full of uncertainty the consuming trade 
could not induced to buy beyond 
the requirements of the moment, and 
therefore the low offers referred to were 
productive of no important business. 
While they existed they were consid- 
ered a serious menace to the stability of 
the market, and in meeting them with 
the reduction just made the aim of 
the local manufacturers was to effectu- 
ally silence what they viewed as un- 
warranted or unnecessary quotations. 
Whether they will accomplish the coy- 
eted end remains to be seen. 

At the present time the difference be- 
tween prices in the West and those in 
force here is slight, and while this 
lasts, of course, shipments of oil from 
interior points to this and the neigh- 
boring markets cannot be advantage- 
ously made. But there is a widespread 
impression in the trade that competi- 
tion will eventually force prices down 
to a much lower level than that now 
prevailing. It is accepted as a fact that 
with a continuance of favorable weath- 
er and other good conditions the crop 
of flaxseed will this year be unusually 
large, the estimates placed upon the 
probable yield ranging upward from 
fifceen millions of bushels. This sig- 
nifies, under ordinary circumstances, 
low-priced seed and cheap oil, with pos- 
sibly @ surplus of both articles. In ad- 
dition to our own resources, there are 
reasons to believe that Argentine seed 
will again seek an outlet in this coun- 
try when the next crop becomes avail- 
able. Of the last crop we imported and 
used about 853,000 bushels, while of 
Calcutta seed our imports from Janu- 
ary 1, 1895, to date aggregate about 
2,185,000 bushels. There is only a small 
quantity of foreign seed now on the 
way to the United States. 

The demand for linseed oil has im- 
proved during the week, but transac- 
tions are based strictly upon the cur- 
rent needs of the trade, and until the 
atmosphere becomes clearer business 
will doubtless remain of a routine char- 
acter.

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SUGAR OF LEAD PROSPECTS, 

In connection with the sugar of lead 
industry, an important and interesting 
feature is presented in the fact that 
during the past year nearly all the 
American makers have adopted a new 
manufacturing process, particularly as 
regards the brown grades, whereby the 
work is accomplished much more rapid- 
ly than formerly, and it is claimed the 
quality of the goods is materially im- 
proved, Heretofore ordinary pyroligne- 
ous acid was exclusively employed in 
making brown acetate of lead, and this 
erude not only imparted an ob- 
jectionable odor to the product, but was 
also the source of the impurities con- 
tained therein. 

In the method now being followed, 
acetic acid has been substituted for 
pyroligneous acid, with the result that 
a comparatively inodorous product is 
obtained, which at the same time 
cheap, handsome in appearance and, 
it is said, practically pure from a chem- 
ical standpoint. The time required in 
turning out a batch of lead acetate un- 
der the improved style of manufactur- 
ing is a matter of only a few days, 
whereas several weeks are necessary to 
complete the work under the old way. 
The innovation referred to has devel- 
oped gradually and quietly, and has 
not attracted the attention that would 
naturally be expected from so impor- 
tant a departure. The readiness with 
which buyers generally have ordered 
the product made by the new method 
and the satisfaction derived from its 
practical use are cited by the manufac- 
turers as convincing evidence of its 
merit. There are, however, many con- 
sumers who seem to be prejudiced in 
favor of the sugar of lead to which they 
have always been accustomed, and a 
certain demand, for that reason, still 
exists for the old process brown grades, 
but there is little doubt that in a short 
while this preference will entirely dis- 
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appear. So far as the white crystals 
are concerned, it is believed that the 
predilections of the drug trade are so 
favorable to that form of the goods 
| that it will be slow and tedious work 
to successfully introduce the new 
“broken white” acetate of lead into that 
channel of distribution. The cheap- 
ness and abundance of acetic acid and 
the necessity of finding an outlet for 
it have recently made sugar of lead 
an object of considerable interest to 





manufacturers of that acid, who seem 
disposed to take advantage of existing 
conditions by improving the methods of 
manipulation, and thus providing the 
trade with goods of superior quality at 
moderate prices. It believed that 
further experimentation will enable 
manufacturers to perfect the new 
process to a degree that will enable 
them to sell sugar lead much lower 
than the prices now ruling, and, 
that event, it is also thought that the 
consumption of the _ article will be 
greatly stimulated. The belief that 
this chemical will become cheaper is 
emphasized by the fact that, while the 
position of pig lead has lately showa 
unusual strength, the reverse has been 
true of the market for sugar of lead, 
As found in the market, the newly 
introduced product consists ef small 
broken pieces. The white variety sells 
at about a half cent below the price 
of the regular, old style white crystals, 
while the brown has almost entirely su- 
perseded the kind made with pyroligne- 
ous acid, and is quotable in a large way 
at about five cents per pound. Al- 
though no importations of brown ace- 
tate have been made for more than two

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THE DEPRESSION LN CULTLEBONE, 


For more than a year the cultlebone 
market has been in a condition very 
unsatisfactory to dealers, and yet some 
of them have continued to sell at the 
low prices which have prevailed, al- 
though they have constantly com- 
plained that they were obtaining little 
or no profit on their sales. No doubt 
the conditions which have affected al- 
most every article of commerce during 
the past two years have had some in- 
fluence on this important commodity, 
but it cannot be denied that a compe- 
tition which was waged between twv 
importers was a prominent factor in 
the situation. It lasted for a consider- 
able length of time, and its effect is 
seen in the low quotations which have 
existed ever since the cutting in the 
price began, One of the most promi- 
nent of the importers has held aloof 
from the market for several months, 
and doubtless will until there is a 
decided improvement in values, Statis- 
tics are always of interest, and those 
on the importations of cuttlebone will 








prove an exception to the rule. The 
following are for the fiscal years end- 
ing June 30:

It ig not an easy matter to explain 
the great difference between the impor- 
tations from year to year. They, as a 
whole. neither show a steady increase 
in the demand, nor a decrease, although 
it is only reasonable to assume that, 
with an ever-increasing population, 
there should be a greater consumption. 

The largest use is for canary birds. 
Jewelers use a considerable amount, and 
a certain quantity enters into the com- 
position of some tooth powders. The 
custom among the dealers in bird food 
has been for some time to place a piece 
of bone in each package of seed put 
up by them, but no doubt a large por- 
tion of the bone so put up has gone to 
waste, as nearly every owner of a 
canary bird prefers to have a nice piece 
of whole bone, which lasts for a long 
time. There is probably as much 
wasted as is consumed. 

As the erratic nature of the importa- 
tions, by comparison, makes any yearly 
average out of the question, it is fair to 
assume that the quantity imported 
from year to year has been based 
rather on the catch thanonthe wants 


for consumptive requirements. Then, 
again, when prices appeared low, a 
larger quantity was purchased. The 


figures, taken as a whole, indicate the 
operation of the law of supply and de- 
mand. Those of the past fiscal year 
are, doubtless, wrong, although they 
are a transcript of the Government ree- 
ords. There was more or less cheap 
bone imported last year, but not 
enough to reduce the average first cost 
below eight cents. A lot of what was 
termed Hungarian bone, from its pack- 
ing, was brought forward and offered 
as Trieste, and there was also Bari bene, 
but the cost of either was not much be- 
low the cost of Trieste. During the 
early part of the competitive warfare 
above mentioned, when sales were made 
at eight and one-quarter cents per 
pound, it was below the cost of importa- 
tion, but since the new catch com- 
menced in May, it has been possible to 
lay goods down in this market at a 
price that would net a profit to the 
importer, if sold at the ruling quota- 
tion here, but the market abroad has 
stiffened up somewhat, as the catch is 
not finished. How long the present low 
prices will prevail it is difficult to say.

The green glass bottle wage scale for 
1895-96 was settled Saturday midnight 
with an advance of 5 per cent. over last 
year’s wages. The conference commit- 
tees were in session three days and the 
compromise was the offer of the manu- 
facturers, after an exhaustive discus- 
sion on trade and wages. There are 
10,000 men dependent upon the green 
glass bottle trade, 3,000 of whom are 
skilled workers. 


One day last week some weg in the 
drug trade started a “yarn” on its 
merry round by stating that a gentle- 
man whom every one in the Drug Club 
was not well acquainted with, had that 
very morning received a dispatch etat- 
ing that his wife had given birth ¢o 
triplets. Truth was born lazy, hence 
several days elapsed before everybody 
learned that the gentleman in question 
had never been married. In the mean 
time the question was several times 
asked if any got away. 


The Financial News observes that in 
the industrial development of Japan 
sulphur mining is likely to play an in- 
creasingly important part. In_ 1868, 
when Japanese statistics in relation to 
customs made a beginning, the expor- 
tation of sulphur was only 131 tons; in 
1890 this quantity had increased to 
21,274 tons. There was a slight drop 
in 1891 and 1892; but in 1894 no less 
than eighty-four sulphur mines were 
being worked, and thirteen of them 
produced upward of 100 tons apiece in 
the course of the year. 


Under the title “The Drug, Chemical 
and Allied Trades Exhibition” an exhi- 
bition will be held at the Royal Agri- 
cultural Hall, London, on September 
10th to 13th, inclusive. It is the in- 
tention of the executive, with the aid 
of the trades interested, to make it a 
periodical occurrence, that it may be 
the means of practically advertising 
such innovations, new products and 
appliances as may from time to time 
present themselves. It is hoped at the 
same time to bring together to their 
mutual advantage the producer, seller 
and buyer. 


Representatives of the _ thirty-one 
Indiana window glass manufacturing 
companies met in Muncie last Thurs- 
day and organized the Western Win- 
dow Glass Manufacturers’ Association, 
which is to combine to control the out- 
put of Indiana’s window glass manu- 
factories, estimated to have a yearly 
value of $8,000,000. The officers were 
elected as follows: President, J. G. 
Sayre; Vice-President, T. H. Johnson; 
Secretary, L. S. Woodbridge; Treasurer, 
S. B. Smith; General Salesman, Thom- 
as F. Hart. The office of the associa- 
tion will be in Muncle. 


It is reported that the three impor- 
tant rectifiers in Hamburg who have 
been competing with each other for 
some time are now conducting busi- 
ness underone management,and are rep- 
resented by one agent in London. Fur- 
ther, that this combination is not like- 
ly to raise the present price materially; 
indeed, the fact that henceforth the raw 
material will be brought from Russia 
and northern Europe through the new 
Baltic canal at a reduced rate of trans- 
portation will enable the manufactur- 
ers to place it on the market at a 
cheaper rate. 


Objections to the confirmation of the 
recent sale of the Whisky Trust plants 
were heard in Chicago Tuesday morn- 
ing in the Federal Court by Judge Spa- 
man. They were made on behalf of 
Joseph Greenhut, Nelson Morris, John 
F. Olmstead and Charles T. Lindsay. 
The chief point urged was that the 











court has no jurisdiction. After hear- 
ing arguments the Court entered the 
decree ocnfirming the sale, but al- 
lowed the objections to remain on the 
file to show the attitude of the parties 
and the exact grounds for the objec- 
tions. An appeal was denied. 


The half-yearly report of Messrs. 
Brunner, Mond & Company, Limited, 
shows a balance to the crecit of profit 
and loss account on the working of the 
half year of £148,762, which, with 
£89,117 brought forward, makes a to- 
tal of £237,880. This the directors pro- 
pose to deal with as follows: Dividend 
on preference capital of 7 per cent., 
£15,225; dividend on the ordinary capi- 
tal at 30 per cent., £129,856; amount to 
be written off patents account, £2,500; 
balance to be carried forward, £90,299. 


Volume III. of “The Mineral Indus- 
try; Its Statistics, Technology and 
Trade in the United States and Other 
Countries,” edited by Richard P. Roth- 
well, has been issued by the Scientific 
Publishing Company, this city. This 
volume is supplementary to and entire- 
ly distinct from the others. It is in- 
dispensable to the engineer, the chem- 
ist, the metallurgist, the buyer, the 
seller of minerals and metals, the in- 
vestor in mineral property, and to the 
legislator, who should know the re- 
sources and conditions of production in 
every country to legislate wisely for 
his own. 


A meeting of the window glass man- 
ufacturers of Pittsburgh and Indiana 
was held in Cleveland last Monday. 
Fifteen were present. It was decided 
to establish an eastern and a western 
district, and to sell all the product of 
the eastern district through an agency 
to be established in Pittsburg, and all 
of the western district product from 
some point in Indiana. The resump- 
tion after the Summer shut-down will 
not take place till September 21, in or- 
der to allow the wage question to be 
finally settled. A national organization 
was virtually formed, and at the next 
meeting the officers of this organiza- 
tion will be elected. 


We have before us a neat leaflet con- 
taining an account of the “house- 
warming” given recently by Mr. and 
Mrs. Smith, at their new home in Oak- 
land Cal., to the heads of the depart- 


ments in the Pacific Coast Borax 
Company. On the front cover 
is a  photo-engraving of their 


residence, and also a picture of the hut 
occupied by Mr. Smith at Teels Marsh, 
Nev., when he first caught sight of the 
borax deposits. Mr. C. M. Plumb spoke 
for the assembled guests, twenty-two 
in number, and he paid the host and 
hostess many well-merited compliments. 
(Mr. Smith has named his residence Oak 
Hall, Arbor Villa. 








PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Standard Oil Company has se- 
cured judgment for $469 against George 
E. Fletcher. 


At Colerain, Belmont County, the 
West Virginia Natural Gas Company’s 
well on the Starbuck farm has de- 
clined to 15 barrels a day. Standing 
alone and in new territory better things 
were expected of it. There are at this 
time a half dozen wells drilling or 
starting in that locality. 


The side pools to all large fields have 
been money losers. The suprs to the 
McDonald field cost a half million dol- 
lars, and gave very little in return. 
The same was true of McCurdy and 
Wildwood. The Sistersville field was 
one of the most uniform ever discov- 
ered, and as a mcney maker, until the 
discovery of the twin flascoes, was un- 
excelled. 


The new steamer Chesapeake, which 
was recently completed at Glasgow <o 
the order of the Anglo-American Oil 
Company, Limited, had her preliminary 
speed trial on the Clyde on Aug. 15. 
She attained an average speed of 12% 
knots. This new steamer is said to be 
the largest oil steamer afloat, her dead- 
weight carrying capacity to Lloyd’s 
freeboard being 6,000 tons. 


The cloud of dust that has hung like 
a pall over the Sistersville field for the 
past week or more has been dispelled ° 
by the coming in of some good pro- 
ducers, and there followed a general 
jollification. The wells were the Drigs, 
on schoolhouse lot, which, when it 
touched the sand, showed good for at 
least 400 barrels; Frieden No. 1, good 
for 100, and Frieden No. 2, good for 200 
barrels, both owned by the Eastern Oil 
Company. 


Owing to the two reductions made in 
the price of Ohio oil recently, the lead- 
ing producers of that field have ordered 








the suspension of all drilling opera- 
tions as soon as wells now in progress 
are completed. It is claimed that the 
present price of oil does not afford 
profit for continued operations. Among 
those who have decided to stop drilling 
are C. C. Harris, Kirkbridge Brothers, 
E. Wanamaker and the General Oil 
Company. A large number of men will 
be thrown out of employment. 

The Big Flint district along the Elk 
Fork, in Doddridge County, W. Va., is 
swelling the production in a very sub- 
stantial way. The Kanawha Oil Com- 
pany failed to make a ten strike in the 
Frieden or Dye-Brooks pools, but 
some of the members of the company 
are evening up accounts in the Big 
Flint country. ‘Murphy, Jennings & Co. 
drilled in their No. 9 Hardman Monday 
night, and its production was UU bar- 
rels for the first 18 hours. It will 
probably settle to about 2UU barrels 
daily, which is the caliber of No. 7 
on the same farm. 


One of the largest deals in oil pro- 
duction of recent date was consum- 
nated a week ago, and the new owners 
have taken possession of the purchase. 
‘the property consists ol W. L. Mel- 
lon’s entire producing interests in Al- 
leghany, Washington, Butler and Arm- 
strong counties, and comprises leases 
on 14,000 acres of territory, upon which 
are 135 producing wells, with a pro- 
duction of 500 bbls. a day. The Foresi 
Oil Company is the purchaser, and the 
price paid was a little above $500 a 
barrel, and in no way has any bearing 
on the W. L. Mellon Pipe Line inter- 
ests. Mr. Mellon began producing oil 
about six years ago in the Hooks- 
town field, and since that time has 
vperated with uniform success in the 
Coraopolis, McCurdy, McDonald, Mill- 
town, Butler and Armstrong fields. 
Mr. Mellon has large holdings in South- 
eastern Ohio and West Virginia that 
were not included in the sale.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
The First Free Alcohol Case. 


Washington, Aug. 30, 1895. 

The first and most important step 
looking to the early trial of the three 
alcohol cases will be taken Monday, 
Sept. 2, when the brief in the principal 
test case of R. Dunlap & Co. vs. The 
United States will be filed in the Court 
of Claims. Through the courtesy of At- 
torney W. B. King, the Reporter’s cor- 
respondent is enabled to present an ab- 
stract of the principal points in this 
document, which will be read with 
great interest by the trade, as it em- 
braces the entire case against the Gov- 
ernment of the users of alcohol in the 
arts, and will be the basis of every 
action for recovery that may be filed 
4n the Court of Claims. The abandon- 
ment of the Brown Chemical Com- 
pany’s case lends an additional inter- 
est to the Dunlap brief, as that is now 
the sole representative of this great 
class in the Court of Claims. 

After reviewing the methods of 
manufacture in which Dunlap & Co. 
have consumed the alcohol for which 
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rebate is now sought, the brief pro- 
eeeds to the consideration of the pur- 
poses of Congress in providing free 
alcohol. As bearing on the question of 
the intent of Congress in enacting Sec- 
ticn 61, reference is made to a letter 
from Prof. David A. Wells, formerly 
special Commissioner of the Revenue, 
addressed to the Chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics, in which was contained 
a full discussion of the question of 
freeing the arts and manufactures from 
the tax on alcohol, and which was sub- 
mitted to Congress prior to the enact- 
ment of the revenue law of 1894. The 
letter was a strong plea for the relief 
of this great class of manufacturers, 
and in pursuance of the suggestions 
inade therein the Senate Committee on 
Finance, by its chairman, Mr. Aldrich, 
submitted a recommendation as a por- 
tion of its report on the Mills bill. The 
Mills bill failing to beceme a law, the 
question was again taken up when the 
Wilson bill was drafted. This measure, 
the brief recites, made heavy reduc- 
tions in the tariff on wool, and at the 
same time increased the tax on alcohol. 

“While the internal revenue tax upon 
domestic alcohol was thus not only 
continued fut increased, and the tariff 
on the finished product into which 
alcohol entered as a material ingre- 
dient in the manufacture of hats was 
largely reduced, legislation of foreign 
countries, on the other hand, was giv- 
ing to the foreign manufacturer the 
benefit of exemption from taxation 
upon all alcohol used in the arts and 
manufactures, 


“By the spirits act, 1880, of the Brit- 
ish Parliament, distilled spirits used in 
any art or manufacture are exempted 
from inland revenue or excise duty. 
Under this legislation manufacturers of 
hats in Great Britain pay about thirty 
(30) cents a gallon for alcohol used by 
them in their business, while it is in 
ev.idence in this case that the claim- 
ant herein paid about two dollars and 
thirty-five cents ($2.35) a gallon upon 
the very alcohol upon which his claim 
for rebate is based. 

“The legislation of Germany also 
provides that alcohol which is to be 
used in the arts, or for medical and 
scientific punposes, pays no tax, and 
the same appears to be true of many 
other countries. 

“In addition, it is well known that 
other expenses, especially the cost of 
labor, are far cheaper in European 
countries than in this. 

“Hence, had Congress increased the 
tax on domestic alcohol, while reduce 
ing the tariff on the foreign product 
of alcohol, without bringing our own 
legislation into line with those of other 
countries, which grant the privilege 
of free alcohol to those using it in the 
arts and manufactures, the results 
would have been of the most ruinous 
character to American manufacturers. 
No American Congress could have con- 
templated so iniquitous a result of 
legislation as a discrimination against 
our own manufacturers, and section 
sixty-one of the act conclusively shows 
that such a result was carefully guard- 
ed against in the consideration of its 
effect upon the American trade. 

But this is not all. By section twen- 
tv-two. of the tariff act of 1894, which 
is, in fact, a re-enactment, with great- 
ly enlarged scope, of section 3019 of the 
Revised Statutes, it is provided, ‘That 
where imported materials on which 
duties have been paid are used in the 
manufacture of articles manufactured 
or produced in the United States, there 
shall be allowed on the exportation of 
such article a drawback equal in 
amount to the duties paid on such ma- 
terials used, less 1 per centum of such 
duties.’ 


“Under this provision an American 


manufacturer of goods intended for 
export, and into which alcohol en- 
ters as an ingredient, can manu- 
facture his goods with foreign al- 
eohol, and, upon exporting the fin- 
ished product, secure payment of 
a drawback of all duties which 


he has paid on such alcohol, thereby 
getting his foreign alcohol free of tax. 
Unless this provision allowing a draw- 
back of the tariff duty on foreign alco- 
hol used in the arts and manufactures 
is accompanied by a corresponding pro- 
vision for drawback on domestic alco- 
hol so used, it necessarily follows that 
a manufacturer of goods for export in 
this country is driven almost by the 
necessities of the case to import his al- 
cohol for the manufacture of all goods 
so exported. It would be inconceivable 
that Congress should make an outrage- 
ous discrimination against the Ameri- 
ean farmer, who, of all classes of pro- 
ducers, receives the least degree of 
protection or benefit from the opera- 
tion of our tariff laws. Yet this is the 
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necessary result of legislation allowing 
a drawback on foreign alcohol and none 
on domestic, and in the present state of 
uncertainty about the execution of sec- 
tion 61, caused by the failure of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to prescribe 
regulations in regard thereto, it is an 
actual fact that a large quantity of 
foreign alcohol is thus used in the man- 
ufacture of goods for export. It was 
such considerations as these that im- 
pelled Congress to exempt from taxa- 
tion by section 61 all domestic alcohol 
used by manufacturers in the arts, or 
in any medicinal or other like com- 
pound. 

“The principle of this legislation is 
not new. By section 3,207 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to grant per- 
mits to scientific institutions to with- 
draw alcohol in specific quantities from 
bond without payment of internal rev- 
enue tax for scientific purposes. Section 
61 of the act of 1894 was simply a wide 
extension of this principle to all arts 
and manufactures, ;and would have 
converted what was previously a mere 
permission, probably discretionary with 
the Secretary, into an absolute right on 
the part of the manufacturer, and at 
the same time effectually secure the 
revenues against fraud by requiring the 
payment of the tax first, and the pro- 
duction of satisfactory evidence after- 
ward of its use for the purposes named 
in the act. 

“The object of the law being plain- 
ly apparent upon its face, as well as 
by reference to the circumstances ef 
the times and the evils for which it 
was intended as a remedy, the question 
arises, can the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, by a refusal to perform his duties 
under the section, deprive a manufac- 
turer using alcohol in the arts of the 
rebate of tax which it was the design 
of this section to secure to him?” 

On ‘this point the brief quotes the 
opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
now famous Campbell case, with special 
emphasis upon the followingg declara- 
tions of Mr. Justice Miller, who handed 
down the opinion: 

““Tt would be a curious thing to hold 
that Comgress, after clearly defining 
the right of the importer to receive 
drawback upon subsequent exportation 
of the imported article on which he 
had paid duty, had empowered the Sec- 
retary, by regulations which might be 
proper, to secure the Government 
against fraud, to defeat totally the 
right to which Congress had granted. 
If the regulations of themselves worked 
such a result, no court would hesitate 
to hold them invalid, as being alto- 
gether unreasonable. 


“But the regulations in this case are 
not unreasonable, nor do they inter- 
pose any obstacle to the full assertion 
and adjustment of plaintiff's rights. It 
is the order of the Secretary of the 
Treasury forbidding the Collector to 
proceed under these regulations or in 
any other mode which is the real ob- 
stacle. Is that order a defense to this 
action? Can the Secretary by this or- 
der do what he could not do by regu- 
lations—repeal or annul the law? Can 
he thus defeat the law he was appoint- 
ed to execute, by making regulations, 
and then, by ordering his officers not 
to act under them, and not to act at 
all, place himself above the law and 
defy it? 

“«*The Court of Claims makes the m s- 
take of supposing that the claim is 
founded on the regulations of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. This view can- 
not be sustained. It is the law which 
gives the right, and the fact that the 
customs officers refuse to obey these 
regulations cannot defeat a right which 
the act of Congress gives. 

“Tt is an error to suppose that the 
officers of customs, including the sec- 
retary, are in regard to this law created 
a special tribunal to ascertain and de- 


cide conclusively upon the right to 
drawback. Their function is entirely 
ministerial. They are authorized to 


pass upon no question essential to the 
claimant’s right so as to conclude him 
in a court of competent jurisdiction. 
From the moment he presents his sworn 
entry, they simply ascertain quantities, 
identify and mark packages, accept 
bonds and sureties, and see that the 
exported article leaves the port in the 
ship. These and like duties being dis- 
charged, it is the Collector’s duty— 
mere ministerial function—to give the 
certificate of drawback. He concludes 
nobody’s rights, and has no power to 
do so. The rights which the law gives 
cannot be defeated by the refusal to 
act, nor by his decision that no draw- 
back was due. 

“‘*Neither the act of Congress nor 
any rule of construction known to us 
makes the claimant’s right, when the 
facts on which it depends are clearly 





established, to turn upon the view 
which the collector, or the secretary, or 
both combined, may entertain of the 
law upon that subject, and much less 
upon their arbitrary refusal to perform 
the services which the law imposes on 
them. 

“*A suggestion is made that the 
right to enforce the drawback in the 
court is affected by the fact that it 
is a gratuity. 

“But if it were a free 


gift, it is 


| not for the officers of the Government 


to defeat the will of Congress on this 
subject by refusing to execute the law.’ 

‘“‘We have quoted the opinion of the 
Supreme Court,” continues the brief, 
“on account of the instructive remarks 
showing the total want of power of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to defeat 
the execution of an act of Congress con- 
ferring rights upon private parties, 
whether by refusal to make regulations 
or by making regulations and then re- 
fusing and neglecting to act upon them. 
Indeed, the court in its opinion treats 
an attempt to repeal or annul the law 
by regulations as a plainer case than 
that which was then before the court 
of making regulations and then order- 
ing its officers not to act under them. 
For it is said ‘Can the Secretary by 
this order do what he could not do by 
regulations—repeal or annul the law” 

“The letter of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, declining to carry out the 
law in the allowance of rebate on al- 
cohol may properly be regarded as a 
regulation undertaking to repeal or 
annul the law. This is the very thing 
which the Supreme Court treated al- 
most axiomatically as a legal impos- 
sibility.” 

The brief then cites the case of Mor- 
rill vs. Jones, 106 U. S. 466, decided at 
the same term with the Campbell case, 
in which the Secretary of the Treasury 
sought to amend the law granting free 
entry to live animals imported for 
breeding purposes by stipulating in 
his regulations that the animals should 
be “of superior stock.’’ In this case 
the Court said: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury can- 
not bv his regrulations, alter or amend 
a revenue law. All he can do is td 
regulate the mode of proceeding to 
carry into effect what Congress has 
enacted. In the present case we are 
entirely satisfied the regulation acted 
upon bv the collector was in excess 
of the power of the Secretary. The 
statute clearly includes animals of al? 
classes. The regulation seeks to con- 
fine its operation to animals of ‘supe- 


rior stock.’ This is manifestly an at- 
tempt to put into the body of the 
Statute a limitation which Congress 
did not think it necessary to pre- 
scribe. Congress was willing to admit 
duty free all animals imported for 
breeding purposes; the Secretary 


thought that this privilege should be 
confined to such animals as were 
adapted to the improvement of breeds 
already in the United States. In our 
opinion, the object of the Secretary 
could only be accomplished by an 
amendment of the law. That is not 
the office of a Treasury regulation.” 

“If,” comments the brief, “a mere 
restriction of the scope of an act of 
Congress was thus held to be beyond 
the power of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, how much more plainly be- 
yond his power must it be to defeat 
the object of the law by absolutely re- 
fusing to make any regulations what- 
ever?” 


Other decisions along this line are 
cited in Anchor vs. Howe, 50 Fed. Rep. 
367; U. S. vs. Bedgood, 49 Fede. Rep. 
5.458. and U. S. vs. Mann, 2 Brock 1. 

In the last case cited Chief Justice 
Marshall held that rules of the Treas- 
ury Department going to an absolute 
denial of justice must be disregarded 
by the court. In this connection the 
brief says: 

“Had Congress directly provided that 
all aleohol produced for and used by 
manufacturers in the arts, or in any 
medicinal or other like compound, 
should be free from any tax, it would 
necessarily be contended that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury could, by mak- 
ing or refusing to make any regula- 
tions, impose a tax upon alcohol thus 
exempted. 

“By article one, section eight, of the 
Constitution, ‘the Congress shall have 
power to lay and collect taxes, duties 
imposts and excises, ete.’ Under this 
provision the power of taxation must 
be exercised directly by Congress itself, 
and cannot be delegated to any other 
branch of the Government. All that 
executive officers can do under provi- 
sions for taxation is to supply regula- 
tions to carry into effect what Congress 
has enacted.

go in granting discretionary powers to 
executive officers in matters of taxa- 
tion is clearly illustrated by the recent 
case of Field vs. Clark, 145 U. 8S. 649, 
in which the constitutionality of the 
reciprocity clause of the tariff act of 
1890 was assailed on the ground that it 
delegated to the President the power 
of levying taxes which is vested in Con- 
gress. The Court, however, sustained 
the constitutionality of this feature of 
the act upon the ground, and the sole 
ground, that the power vested in the 
President was merely that of ascertain- 
ing the condition of things in regard to 
the revenue regulations of foreign coun- 
tries, and that the policy to be carried 
out was throughout that of Congress 
alone. Even this moderate view was 
taken by a majority of the court only. 
The Chief Justice and one of the As- 
sociate Justices dissented on the ground 
that the section in question invested 
the President with legislative power 
over the revenues, in violation of the 
constitutional grant of power to Con- 
gress. 

“In 






















the present instance the power 
which the Secretary of the Treasury 
has in effect asserted by his refusal 
to make regulations is a power claimed 
for himself, an inferlor executive offi- 
cer, to tax an article which Congress 
has said shall be free of tax. 

“The action of the Secretary of the 
Treasury in refusing to prescribe reg- 
ulations seems to fall within the defini- 
tion given by the Court of Appeals of 
Maryland in City of Baltimore vs. Ra- 
decke, 49 Md.. 217, as adopted by the 
Supreme Court of the United States at 
page 272 of the case cited, where it was 
said that ‘there may be a case in which 
an ordinance passed under grants of 
power like those we have cited is so 
clearly unreasonable, so arbitrary, op- 
pressive or partial as to raise the pre- 
sumption that the Legislature never in- 
tended to confer the power to pass it, 
and to justify the courts in interfering 
and setting it aside as a plain abuse 
of authority.’ 

“The point was forcibly put by Judge 
Sawyer for the Circuit Court for the 
Northern District of California in Sieg- 
fried vs. Phelps, 40 Fed. Rep. 660, as 
follows: ‘I do not think the Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized by the 
statute to put any burdens upon com- 
merce, in addition to those imposed by 
the statute itself. He is authorized to 
make regulations ‘‘not inconsistent with 
law”’—to regulate the imposition, and 


enforcement of the burden provided for 
by law, but not to impose others, Bur-

“The United States have for at least 
twenty years been the chief source of 
the materials used in the manufacture 
of oleomargarine, except the articles of 
milk, butter, nut oils and sesame seed 
cils. 

“The choicest qualities of oleo oil, of 
neutral lard and cottonseed oil are 
received from the United States, and 
the average prices obtained are some- 
what above those paid for the products 
of any European country. 

“The quality or grade of oleomar- 
garine is determined in very much the 
Same way as that of dairy butter, be- 


sweet and wholesome edible products 
are salable for oleomargarine manu- 
facture. The classes of oleo oils im- 
ported from the United States average 
higher than European products. 

“A reduced level of prices for all 
oleomargarine products and materials 
has prevailed throughout the year 1894, 
and the first quarter of 1895 has com- 
pared even less favorably with previous 
periods of late years.

“With regard to cottonseed meal, it 
may be said that the consumption in 
the Netherlands proper is very small, 
other kinds of cattle fodder being pro- 
duced here cheap, and farmers in Hol- 
land being very conservative and slow 
to change their methods, they use lin- 
seed cake, which they can buy from the 
numerous linseed mills in the country. 
Yet there appears to be some increase 
in the consumption of cottonseed meal. 

“The consumption of cottonseed oil is 
very heavy, chiefly for the manufacture 
of oleomargarine, or artificial butter, in 
which industry Holland is the most im- 
portant country in the world. It is 
estimated that every year about 80,000 
or 100,000 barrels (of 50 gallons each) 
are imported into Holland from the 
United States, of wh'*h perhaps one- 
fourth leaves the country again. 

“Consumers of cottonseed meal de- 
pend entirely on importations from the 
United States, as they could import also 
from England, but the English product 
is of inferior quality, the seed not hav- 
ing been decorticated before pressing, 
so that there is a considerable quantity 
of hulls in the English cake and meal. 

“As regards the oil, consumers also 
have to depend entirely on itmporta- 
tions, chiefly from the United States, 
and to some extent from France and 
England. France’ sends a superior 
quality, notably Marseilles, while Eng- 
land sends a grade far inferior to the 
American product, partly for churners, 
partly for soapmakers. 

“The meal is sold in bags of 100 
pounds, chiefly at retail, by the import- 
ers to the farmers, and prices have 
fluctuated this year and last between 
$2.20 and $2.80 per 100 kilos (220 
pounds). 

“The oil is imported here partly in 
barrels of fifty gallons each, partly in 
bulk, by our local companies, and sold 
here either barreled or in bulk by tank 
ear or tank lighter. Prices for the 
American products are always higher 
than for those from other countries, 
so far as the meal is concerned, and 
as regards oil there is only some cot- 
tonseed oil from Marseilles, which has 
undergone a special, expensive treat- 
ment, which brings a higher price than 
the American oil. No criticisms are 
known of any of the products men- 
tioned. 

“Tt should be mentioned that the 
American Cotton Oil Company, organ- 
ized under the laws of the Netherlands, 
has been in operation for more than a 
year. Tt owns a valuable dock prep- 
erty in Rotterdam, and its tank steamer 
Aco, sailing under the Netherlands 
flag, has made several successful trips.”’ 

Secretary Morton has gathered some 
interesting data showing the compara- 
tive trade of the Netherlands with the 
United States and the other leading 
countries of the world. Statisticians 
have found great difficulty in securing 
figures showing the imports and ex- 
ports of the Netherlands, owing to the 
lack of system in keeping these valu- 
able records. and the long delays in 
making them available for the public. 
Through the diplomatic and consular 
representatives of the United States 
Secretary Morton has been able to se- 
cure the statistics given below, which 
cover the years 1891, 1892 and 1893, 
the last year being the last full pe- 
riod for which statistics are available, 
although it is estimated from reliable 
data that the figures for 1894 will 
show but little variation from those of 
1893, especially as to the comparative 
imvortance of the trade of the United 
States in the total imports of the 
Netherlands,

There is a better demand for paints 
and colors, though it is of the hand-to- 
mouth order. The requirements of con- 
sumption are steadily extending, but 
buyers in this line, as in every other, 
are conservative in their purchases, t1k- 
ing just so much stock as they see a 
ready outlet for, and allowing the man- 
ufacturer, or the importer, as the case 
may be, to carry the balance until it 
is actually needed. The compensation 
to first hands for this state of affairs 
is to be found in the fact that buyers 
are more ready to pay the prices de- 
manded. There is a_ better feeling 
throughout the market, although there 
is no actual improvement in quotations. 
In oil colors of all descriptions, from 
white lead to the least important arti- 
cle, the feeling is somewhat unsettled, 
owing to the uncertain position of lin- 
seed oil, and until there is something 
more definite known as to the future of 
that article, no improvement in the com- 
modities whose price is affected by fluc- 
tuations in the oil is to be expected. 
The rubber mills and wall paper man- 
ufacturers are beginning to lay in 
stocks for the fall season, and_ this 
branch of trade is quite active. The 
upward movement in the price of lead 
pigments abroad has not yet been com- 
municated to this market to the ex- 
tent that might have been expected, 
though in some cases higher prices are 
asked for spot goods, and more money 
is wanted for future deliveries. 


White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


WHITE LEAD.—Hot weather and a 
demoralized linseed oil market have 
been the chief factors in making this 
the dullest week that the trade has 
experienced for several months past, 
though the month, as a whole, is better 
than the corresponding one of last 
year. Until prices become more set- 
‘led for linseed oil there is not much 
prospect of an early improvement in the 
demand for dry lead, as those grinders 
who have not already contracted for 
the balance of the year’s wants are 
holding back from starting up their 
factories, though orders are accumu- 
lating with them for paints which 
must be delivered this fall. So far 
corroders have made no change in the 
price of 41l4c., less the usual discount. 


English lead in oil, while higher 
abroad, remains unchanged here for 
special hands at 614@7c., as to the 


size of the order. Other makes, how- 
ever. are procurable at H&Gc.. as to 
make, quantity and date of shinment. 
Tt is reported that an order for 25 tons 
was turned down at 5%c. for Septem- 
ber delivery. Nothing further has 
heen heard about an advance in lead tn 
oil by domestic corroders, though the 
trade still believes that one will be 
made soon after the turn of the month, 
when it is expected the increased de- 
mand for outdoor work will take up 
large anantities of not onlv pure lead. 
but other grades, all of which will have 
a tendeney to deplete stocks in corrod- 
ers’ hands. For the present the Na- 
tional T.ead Company price list, as is- 
sued, remains in force. We quote.

PRUSSIAN.—The inquiry for this 
article is of a strictly jobbing char- 
acter, yet the movement is freer and 
the indications point to a good fall 
business. Conpetition keeps the mar- 
ket unsettled, but there is no quotable 
change in prices. The range on the 
most desirable goods is from 2c. to 
8he., as to quality, quantity and seller. 

CHINESE.—Demand is of a moderate 
jobbing character, and prices, while 
favoring the buyer, remain substantial- 
ly the same as at the date of our last 
issue. We quote nominally 35@40c., as 
to seller, grade and quantity. 

SOLUBLE.—The consuming demand 
is fully up to the average for this sea- 
son, and manufacturers are behind 
with their deliveries. The market is 
somewhat unsettled by competitive in- 
fluences, but prices have not changed 
from 38@35c., as to quality, quantity 
and seller. 

ULTRA MARIN E—The movement 
shows a slight quickening, though as 
yet jobbing lots make up the bulk of 
the purchases. Prospects are consid- 
ered more encouraging so far as the 
amount of business is concerned, but 
the market is kept in an unsettled 
state by the competition between man- 
ufacturers. Quotations therefore can 
be considered only as nominal. They 
are 12@25c. for the medium and bet- 
ter kinds of domestic, and 6@10c. for 
lower qualities, though some _ special 
grades command higher figures. 


BROWNS. 

UMBERS.—There is more inquiry, 
but no important transactions have 
come under our notice.

SIENNAS.—Trade continues to be of 
a moderate jobbing character, buyers 
showing no disposition to purchase in 
excess of actual current necessities.

GREENS. 

PARIS GREEN.—Compared with the 
past two seasons the Southern demand 
for the insecticide is good, but going 
back still further, to draw a compari- 
son, the present busina@ss is found to be 
far short of an average. Sales to the 
South at present are of small quanti- 
ties, as there seems to be an effort on 
the part of distributers there to have 
a surplus when the consuming demand 
shall have been satisfied.

Prices are maintained at $1.20@1.25, as 
to quantity. Domestic goods are sell- 
ing firmly in a jiobbing way at the for- 
mer range of 75¢e.@$1.05, as to quality 
and quantity. 

CHROME and other yellows are mov- 
ing slowly in accordance with the cur- 
rent needs of consumption at the quo- 
tations, 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

BARYTES.—Buyers are showing 
more interest, though not to the extent 
of taking large quantities except oc- 
casionally in special instances. The 
tone of the market is fairly steady and 
prices show no quotabe change. For 
domestic the quotations are $15@16 
per ton for No. 1. $1250@18.50 for No. 
2 and $9.50@10 for No. 3, as to brand 
and quantity. German is firm and in 
fair request at $17@18 for No. 1, and 
$15@16 for No. 2, according to quantity 
and date of delivery. 

CHINA CLAY.—The demand, while 
not brisk, is somewhat better than for 
some time past, consumers’ stocks evi- 
dently being light, although they are 
not disposed to take more than they 
need for present use. The market pre- 
sents a steady appearance, and prices 
are unchanged at $11@16 per ton, as 
to auality and size of order. 

CHALK.—Consumers seem to be well 
supplied, and the article is for the 
present neglected. No sales have come 
under our notice during the week. 
Prices are nominal and unchanged. 
_COBALT OXIDE.—The market pre- 
sents no new features, The demand is 


slow, and prices are somewhat nomi- 
nal. We quote $1.30 for forward de- 
livery, and $1.40 for jobbing quantities 
from store. 

FULLERS’ EARTH.—There is noth- 
ing new to be reported concerning this 
article. The demand is of a moderate 
jobbing character, and prices are un- 
changed, though varying according to 
seller. The nominal quotations are 
70c. for lump and 75c. for powdered. 

MANGANESE.—The market is un- 
changed, the demand being moderate 
and prices steady. The quotations re- 
main $10@17 per ton for carload lots, 


while smaller quantities are held at 
8@5c. per Ib., as to quantity and 
quality. 


TALC.—Trade is still rather light, 
though slightly better than last week. 
Prices are well maintained at .95@ 
1.25¢. for ordinary, and 1.40@1.50c. for 
the higher grades. 

TERRA ALBA.—Small lots only are 
wanted, and the market presents no 
spccial features of interest. There has 
been no change in quotations, the 
prices named being S80c. for English 
and 65@70c. for French, as to quantity. 
For domestic the quotations are 55@ 
60c. for No. 1, and 40@45ec. for No. 2, 
as to seller and size of order. 

PUTTY.—The demand continues 
moderate, and prices are maintained at 
1.40@2.25¢., according to quantity, 
package and delivery point. 

WHITING.—Buyers are not inclined 
to lay in supplies, but the demand to 
cover present wants is fair, and the 
tone of the market is fairly steady. 
In a jobbing way 4c. is realized on 
commercial, and 5A@55c. on gilders’, 
but for larger quantities these prices 
are shaded. 

Glues. 

There has been no change in the sit- 
uation since our last. The consuming 
demand for both domestic and foreign 
is fair for the season. and prices are 
maintained at our quotations. 


Glass. 

WINDOW.—The chief feature this 
week in the local market consists of a 
firmer feeling in connection with 
French window glass. Some holders 
have advanced their prices ahout 5 per 
cent. This is due partly to the fact that 
prices in Europe have apprectatted, and 
partly hecause stocks here are consid- 
erably broken and rather light at the 
moment. For French the general quo- 
tation to-day is 70 per cent. on ordi- 
nary quantities and 70 and 10 per cent. 
-off in a large way. American is held 
at 7T5@75 and 5 per cent., according to 
size of order. At these figures a fair 
business is in progress. Acording to 
telegraphic advices received on Frt- 
day the much talked of combination 
among the Indiana manufacturers has 
finally heen consummated. Thirty-one 
establishments are included in the ar- 
rangement, and important results are 
expected, it being intimated that it is 
the intention to advance prices imme- 
diately about 15 per cent. 

PLATE.—Trading has this week heen 
strictly of a routine character. Buy- 
ers have covered their principal wants 
for the time heing, and no special ac- 
tivity is looked for during the next few 
weeks, but the indications all point to 
a lively business when the Fall season 
opens. Prices are being steadily main- 
tained, and no sales are reported below 
75 and 10 per cent. from the official 
price list of Aug, 1. 





The Pittsburg Glass Works. 
(Special to the Reporter.) 

WINDOW GLASS.—The Pennsylva- 
nia and Indiana manufacturers held a 
meeting in Cleveland, Ohio, last Mon- 
day, for the purpose of effecting an 
organization in this State similar to 
that of Indiana. A committee will 
arrange details, to he submitted to a 
future meeting, when the location of 
a central agency for the sale of the 
product of this State will be estab- 
lished in this city. The most important 
agreement made at the meeting was 
the fixing of the time for resumption 
of work on Sept. 21. This action con- 
firms the statement made some weeks 
ago, to the effect that large manufac- 
turers, who were also the largest hold- 
ers of stock, were averse to making new 
glass much before October, so as to 
enable them to realize as fully as pos- 
sible on their stocks. The next con- 
ference between the manufacturers and 





workmen will be held Aug. 31, and it 
is the general impression that a set- 
tlement will be reached at that time, 
as there was only a difference of 2%4 
per cent. between them at the time of 
last adjournment. It is not likely that 
the advance in wages will be over 10 
per cent., and it will not be less than 
7% per cent. The tank plant of the 
Chambers Glass Company, at New 
Kensington, have had fire in their 
furnaces for more than a week past, 
and that firm has signified their in- 
tention of starting up, regardless of 
whether a settlement is reached or not. 
Stocks in manufacturers’ hands are 
very much broken, and very few are 
now in position to fill orders size for 
size and quality. The combination of 
manufacturers and establishment of 
central agencies for the sale of the en- 
tire product may lead to a slight ad- 
vance, but it is not believed present 
prices will be materially changed. 


PLATE GLASS.—Gilass is moving 
freely, and a very large Fall trade is 
being prepared for by the manufactur- 
ers and jobbers. The works at Irwin 
and Charleroi have been started, and 
the Alexandria Works, formerly owned 
by the DePauw Company, now con- 
trolled by the American Plate Glass 
Comnpanv. a reorganization of the old 
company, is getting that works in or- 
der,. and will make an early start. 
Prices are being strictly adhered to, 
and a very satisfactory business is re- 
ported from a wide range of the mar- 
ket. 


BOTTLES AND PRESCRIPTIONS. 
—The conferences held in this city last 
week resulted in granting the work- 
men an advance of 3 per cent. on eight- 
ounce ware and under, and a 5 per 
cent. advance on quarts. These changes 
are not enough to materially change 
present prices, as a general resump- 
tion of work may be looked for after 
Sept. 16. which will check any proba- 
ble advance. The green glass scale was 
settled practically on the same basis 
as the flint, and work will be resumed 
throughout the Indiana field on Mon- 
day next. It is doubtful if the resolu- 
tion passed at the flint conference, not 
to start work before Sept. 16, can be 
enforced, as the prompt starting up of 
several of the large tank plants in the 
green glass industry will lead to an 
early resumption in the flint branch 
also.

Evolution in Petroleum, 


Evolution in the petroleum industrv 
practically begun when the drill 
brought forth ofl from the rock in the 
Drake well, near Titusville. That event 
was on Saturday afternoon, August 28, 
1859. but the fact was not known to 
the drillers themselves until the follow- 
ine day, Sunday, August 29, in the 
afternoon. What has been evolved 
would require volumes to record. Vol- 
umes have been written and the proc- 
ess of evolution is yet so rapid that 
new effects are produced almost before 
the volumes are out of the hands of 
the publishers. Tn the whole range of 
scientific research there is probably no 
subject that has presented so many 
phases of inquiry, such a diversity of 
established facts, such a wide range of 
practical effects within the same period 
of time as those evolved from the pro- 
duction of ofl by drilling into the rock. 

This was not an accidental discovery, 
but was the result of systematic appli- 
cation of known truths; a logical pro- 
ceeding from cause to effect. Tt in- 
volved practical observation, intelligent 
investigation in advance of operation, 
the employment of capital and of labor. 
but the definite chronological point at 
which this involution begun cannot be 
so accurately determined as the begin- 
ning of evolution above stated. The 
involution of the industry has received 
far less attention than the evolution.

There are evidences of 
its use at Babylon and Nineveh, the 
ancient historians mentioned its exist- 
ence, the perpetual fires burned at 
pagan shrines in ancient days in for- 
eign lands were fed from the same 
natural product employed by the In- 
dians in America for similar purposes, 
The Indians must have used petroleum 
from a very early period as a part of 
their religious ceremonials, using the 
oil springs for illumination and the 
oil to mix their war paint with, possi- 
bly as much on account of religious 
superstition as to the fact that “it en- 
abled them to retain the paint for a 
long time and to render their faces im- 
pervious to water, as historians tell 

The great use in a practical way 
among the Indians was for medicinal 
purposes, and it was this utility which 
commended it to the attention of the 
earlier whites on this continent. It 
was known as Seneca oil within the 
memory of many people yet living. The 
name was from the fact that the Sene- 
ca tribe of Indians used it as_ their 
great blessing, or source of well being; 
their great medicine when applied 
physically or utilized religiously. 

Trade in this Seneca oil had also 
been conducted on a small scale from a 
very early day. One of the earliest 
settlers on Oil Creek would collect a 
couple of five-gallon kegs full of this 
commodity and slinging these on a 
horse go to Pittsburg and sell it, but 
when a barrel of oil was offered for 
sale all at once the market became 
overloaded and there was difficulty in 
disposing of it. The price in 1803, in 
the Pittsburg market; was one dollar 
per gallon; or a gallon of oil repre- 
sented about two days’ work of un- 
skilled labor. Through the systematic 
procedure of those who drilled the 
Drake well a trade has been evolved 
which finds a market for about 120,000 
barrels daily of this substance, which 
was theretofore merely used for sacra- 
mental and medicinal purposes. The 
actual deliveries of oil in 1894 were 
over 5U,000,00U barrels, that history or 
the Bible give us hardly any account 
of. Noah used this oil to pitch his ark 
within and without one hundred years 
before the flood. Nimrod, the mighty 
hunter, used it in the place of mortar 
to build the Tower of Babel one hundred 
and thirty-nine years after the flood. 
The plains of Jordan had pools of it in 
the days of Abraham. When Sodom 
and Gomorrah were destroyed the 
Dead Sea took its place and became the 
Vast receptacle for oil. It is found 
paving the Dead Sea from seven to 
fuurteen feet thick this day in a coagu- 
lated form called asphaltum. Who 
can doubt but this oil is constantly 
hardening, and one day will become a 
vast field or bed of coal? It will be 
observed that this reverses the other 
theory, and that instead of oil being 
produced from coal he holds that coal 
is produced from oil. 


The more modern philosophers claim 








pentine still. The tar is a concentra- 
tion of all that is of value in the refuse 
matter, and can be handled with great 
advantage. This refuse can be thus 
| made a source of considerable revenue. 
| The process of making and burning the 
| tar kiln is very simple and cheap; the 
cost of production will hardly exceed 
25 to 50 cents per barrel of tar. 

The barrels in which the tar is mar- 
keted are made from the same mate- 
rial as is used for rosin barrels; they 
must, of course, be tight, but the same 
truss hoops are used. The cost of mak- 
ing such barrels is about 10 to 15 cents 
per barrel more than rosin barrels. Tar 
is quoted at $1.35 per gauge barrel of 
280 pounds. The usual barrel of tar 
will weigh over 500 pounds and will 
bring from $2.50 to $2.70, leaving about 
100 per cent. profit, if the value of the 
dross is not taken into consideration. 

The tar can be used by any estab- 
lishment manufacturing rosin oil, and 
it can be sold in unlimited quantities. 
When the tar is subjected to distilla- 
tion a considerable quantity of polish 
spirits of turpentine or tar spirits is 
recovered; this can be rectified into 
camphine or pinoline, which is almost 
identical with spirits of turpentine, and 
is largely employed instead of turpen- 
tine, especially for the manufacture of 
varnishes, as tar spirits is an excellent 
solvent for all oils and rosins. 


The heavier tar oils obtained from the 
distillation of tar resemble the rosin 
oils very much, if they are not identi- 
cally the same. The main constituent 
of both is retinol, an oily mass, odor- 
less and tasteless, when pure. It is 
well adapted for the manufacture of 
lubricants, car greases or for printers’ 
ink, 

The residue remaining in the retort 
after the distillation of tar is the com- 
mon pitch of commerce, which is used 
in shipbuilding, as well as in the man- 
ufacture of brewers’ pitch or shoemak- 
ers’ pitch; it is always in good demand 
and it is exported to every part of the 
world. 

The season is now at hand when the 
hard turpentine or scrape gum is gath- 
ered. It contains a large quantity of 
chips, pine needles and other impuri- 
ties, which are skimmed off as soon as 
the gum is molten and before the spirits 
of turpentine is distilled. 


All this dross can be saved until the 
stilling season is over, as it can be kept 
any length of time without deteriorat- 
ing, and the turpentine operator can 
manufacture it into tar during the 
Winter or early Spring months, when 
his coopers and his teams are idle, and 
when labor is plentiful and cheap. 

It has been estimated that every still 
wastes refuse enough to make as many 
barrels of tar as there are barrels of 
turpentine produced, or, on an average, 
500 barrels of tar, so that no less than 
500,000 barrels of tar, worth $1,250,000, 
could be annually produced, and which 
are now utterly wasted.—Savannah 
News.

The oil in ques- 
tion contained no mineral acid, had a 
specific gravity of VU.9236 and a flash- 
ing point of 209 degrees, and exhib- 
ited a viscosity of 6U.4 at 2U degrees 
As to its quality, that has not been de- 
termined as yet; but experts tell us 
that it is of a very high illuminating 
quality. I can tell you one thing. This 
morning I was down talking with a 
very prominent official of the Standard 
Oil Company. He had a bottle of the 
oil standing on his desk, and he told 
me that we had a high grade of illu- 
minating oil, and the only thing we now 
needed was quantity to make the bor- 
ing a sucess. The well from which 
the gas is flowing is 1,0UU feet in depth, 
but you must remember that the well 
was begun in the canyon of the river. 
If it had been begun on the bluff, the 
drill would have gone down 2,UUU feet 
to get the same result. The borings 
were primarily made with the hope of 
getting oil. Petroleum has been in evi- 
dence there for years, the natives skim- 
ming it from the surface of the river. 
It seeped out from the rocks alung the 
river bank on the western or exposed 
side of the mountains, where the rocks 
have a sheer descent.’’ 

The matter of depth noted by Col. 
Walton is significant, for in the Find- 
lay field, where so much excitement 
was raised a few years ago, the Karg 
well was about sixteen hundred feet in 
depth to the Trenton limestone, in 
which porous rock the gas finds its 
storage reservoirs. There, too, the gags 
and oil were found closely adjacent, the 
oil generally below the Trenton strata. 
The Rugby find is a pure quality of 
rock petroleum, which would suggest 
as possible a high percentage of refine- 
ment.

Though the oil market, in almost 
every branch, remains quiet, the gen- 
eral inquiry, if anything, gives evi- 
dence of a little improvement and a 
more cheerful feeling is gradually devel- 
oping. Linseed oil continues to attract 
decided attention. During the week 
prices further declined, and the market 
is extremely unsettled, pending which 
state of affairs buyers are holding off, 
except to cover current requirements. 
Lard oil is weaker in sympathy with 
lard, and trading is slow in all grades. 
Fish oils show a fair movement in re- 
sponse to a seasonable demand from 
jobbing purchasers, and as a rule prices 
are steady. Cottonseed oil is dull and 
depressed, while cocoanut oils show in- 
creased firmness, owing to a better de- 
mand and limited supplies on the spot. 


Vegetable Oils. 


LINSEED—On Tuesday last the city 
crushers announced a further drop in 
the price, and the official quotations 
now are 45c. per gallon for domestic 
raw and 50c. for Calcutta, with the 
customary increase for boiled. This re- 
duction caused no surprise, as the un- 
settled condition of the market for sev- 
eral weeks past foreshadowed a decline. 
The causes that underlie the action of 
the local crushers relate to competi- 
tion between them and the Western 
and other outside sellers. Last season 
the conditions were such that very lit- 
tle Western oi] was marketed in this 
locality, but with the opening of the 
approaching season the “outsiders’’ are 
counting on securing the usual share of 
the business. Recently they have been 
submitting very low quotations to buy- 
ers in this vicinity, and to this fact 
principally the local makers of oil 
ascribe the present disturbed condition 
of the market. We hear that October 
deliveries of oil from out-of-town con- 


cerns have been freely offered this 
week at 36c. and that actual spot 
sales of small lots were made _ on 


Wednesday at 48c. On Friday it was 
eurrently reported that some sellers of 
Western oil were endeavoring to ob- 
tain orders at 40e. for delivery 
of ten days, but this was not generally 
eredited, particularly as one of the most 
prominent operators here offered to 
take five car loads even at 41e., and 
was unable to get the goods. The price 
for Calcutta oil, so far as known, has 
not been shaded, although it is stated 
that a car of oil, made in the West 
from East India seed, is seeking a 
buyer in this market at 4c. Up to this 
moment, however, no purchaser has 
heen found. Some authorities profess 
to believe that before the end of the 
vear oil will be selling at 3hc.. and in 
view of this uncertaintv buyers are 
disnlaying extreme timiditv in placing 
orders. The demand ‘has somewhat 
improved within the past few days, 
but this is founded solely upon the reg- 
ular wants of the consuming trade. 
There is really only a moderate quan- 
tity of oil available here at present, but 
the market will soon be relieved by 
the appearance of new crop oil. We 
refer to the subject editorially in this 
issue. 

COTTONSEED. The prospective 
large corn crop, together with unusually 
large stocks of Jard in packers’ hands for 
this season of the year, has tended to de 
press cotton oil values to a considerable 
extent. At the same time there is a 
stronger undercurrent which is beginning 
to be felt in the narrowing down of offers, 
at least as far as the number of holders is 


concerned, and yet they may have a 
larger stock of oil, held out of sight, 
than the trade has been led 
to expect. It is barely possible 


that a squeeze may take place within 
the next sixty days, or before new oil 
makes its appearance to any extent on 
the market. The bulk of the trading at 
the moment is confined to off grades of 
yellow, from 253(c. up to 27c., as to qual- 
ity. Reddish oil was freely offered at 
25l6c., but failed to attract buyers ex- 
cept for a few small  jobbing 
parcels. At the close 26¢c. was 
declined for a round lot of 
extra grade off oil. Prime oil is quoted 
at 26°4@27c, though for choice grades up 
to 28c is demanded. There have been a 
few sales of Texas crude for September 
shipment to the West at 171¢@18c loose, 
though, as the situation for new oil is not 
sufficiently defined, the general belief is

DEGRAS—Inquiries during the past 
few days were more numerous than 
usual, and actual business shows a 
corresponding improvement. While 
orders were generally for jobbing 
quantities, a few round lots found an 
outlet, notably a carload of German, 
on which the price paid was not di- 
vulged.

The Electrolytic Production of Soda 
and Chlorine. 

Chemical progress at the present time 
advances so rapidly that the successful 
manufacturer of yesterday is surpassed 
by the inventor of to-day, and products 
are now sent into the market so cheap- 
ly and in such quantities and under 
such competition that it is difficult to 
make them remunerative, especially to 
those who cannot keep pace with the 
times. ‘ 

The Le Blanc process of soda making, 
complicated as it is, took nearly fifty 
years to bring to perfection, and for 
that time had no rivals. Then the am- 
monia soda process came forward and, 
with Solvay and Mend’s improvements, 
produced soda so cheaply that the old 
alkali makers could not compete with 
it as a soda manufacture per se; but 
as it produced no chlorine, they had to 
content themselves by making some 
small profit by the manufacture of 
bleachnig powder, which the ammonia 
soda makers did not produce. 

The Le Blane process required ex- 
pensive reagents, which for many years 
were lost in the manufacture, and the 
residues were bulky and constituted a 
grievous nuisance wherever they were 
deposited. Sulphur, or sulphur pyrites, 
nitre, manganese, limestone, small coal, 
ete., and a vast plant had to be supplied 
and used, and the sulphur was recov- 
ered only to a very small extent, and 
only in later years was the manganese 
recovered and reworked, entailing cost- 
ly plant and much expense in working 
it, so that its recovery was by no means 
all profit. The Solvay process cleared 
away much complication and cost of 
manufacture. but this has its draw- 
backs, for it entails considerable ex- 
pense in renewal of the loss and escape 
of ammonia, though the chemical en- 
gineer may charm never so wisely. 
Moreover, up ‘to the present the chlo- 
rine contained in the brine is lost by 
the Solvay process. 

The new electrolytic process claims 
to have arrived nearer to perfection, as 
it requires no sulphur or sulphides, no 
nitre, nor limestone other than that 
required as lime for securing the chlo- 
rine as bleaching powder, and in mak- 
ing that lime the carbonic acid evolved 
can be utilized in its combination with 
the released soda to form carbonate of 
soda for soda ash, washing crystals 
and soda bicarbonate; and, unlike the 
Le Blanc and Solvay processes, there is 
no loss of lime and chlorine, of which 
so many thousands of tons have been 
run into the drains, and thence into the 
sea, as calcium chloride. 

Our correspondent being in the neigh- 
borhood of Widnes made a journey to 
Farnworth, where the Hargreaves & 
Bird electrolytic soda process is being 
worked, and was courteously received 
by the patentee, who very kindly 
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showed the whole process and plant. 
It was conducted in a somewhat spa- 


cious and very clean factory, with 
flagged floor. A gas producer, gas en- 
gine and dynamo were working for the 
production of the electrical current, 
which was transmitted to another room, 
to the decomposing apparatus, which 
was evidently the outcome of very 
careful study. In form, the cells of the 
decomposer reminded me of a filter 
press. Each cell was divided into three 
chambers, of which the middle was 
filled with a saturated solution of salt 
connected with the wires, bringing the 
electric current by a bar of carbon, 
forming the anode. 

The walls of the middle chamber are 
constructed of an indestructible but 
permeable material, the manufacture of 
which has been the _ result of much 
thought and careful manipulation, and 
the inventor must have experienced 
many failures before bringing it to its 
present state of perfection. 

The two outer chambers are full of 
steam, air and carbonized gas, with a 
sheet of stout wire gauze to act as a 
cathode, and also to support the walls 
of the middle chamber. 

It at first seemed that such a conduct- 
or would entail loss of electrical power, 
but on further consideration it seemed 
evident that it was similar in action to 
the arresting of the current in the in- 
candescent electric lamp by the carbon 
filament, the force taking in that case 
another direction in the production of 
heat and light, and in the case of the 
electrolyzed salt water decomposition is 
set up by the arrested current, and the 
permeable walls of the chambers are 
the Rubicon which canot be passed by 
the salt water as such, but the chlo- 
rine passes off in a stream from the 
brine chambers, which are kept auto- 
matically filled to a uniform level while 
the process is going on, while the soda 
in solution passes threugh the walls of 
the chambers and runs in a stream on 
its road to the crystallizing cones or 
tanks when soda crystals are desired, or 
to the concentrating furnace if for 
soda ash; or, if required as caustic 
soda, air alone would be supplied to the 
decomposing apparatus in place of car- 
bonic acid. The chlorine which has 
passed from the anode side of the cham- 
bers has, in the mean time, been con- 
ducted to an absorbing chamber, where, 
2zoming in contact with prepared lime, it 
is converted into bleaching powder. 

In this process it may be noced that 
all the materials save the coal ashes 
from the furnace and the products otf 
combustion are utilized. On asking the 
cost of coal for producing the motive 
power, it was said to be less than the 
cost of the casks for packing the 
bleaching powder. If this is so, it sug- 
gests the advisability of paper makers 
and large users making the bleach on 
the spot where it is used. 

On another point it was stated that 
if the process be stopped for a time, the 
brine diq not filter through the walls 
of the cells, although when at work the 
soda liquor seemed to run through free- 
ly, so that the product was not dete- 
riorated by the presence of undecom- 
posed salt. 

The whole process was cleanly in the 
extreme, and is most creditable to the 
inventor and organizer, and one can 
only wish those who have brought it 
to perfection so far their reward of pe- 
cuniary success, 

In reply to a request for a plain and 
simple explanation of what goes on 
during the process, Mr. Hargreaves 
said: “I suppose you have dabbled a 
bit in electroplating in your time?” 

I confessed to having amused myself 
in that way. 

“Well, we are electroplating here, too, 
but if Elkington’ manager had found 
his workmen getting the results we get 
he would have gone crazy, but then 
we aim at doing the very thing he 
would seek to avoid, and he would not 
do what we are doing at any price. His 
spoons and forks, dishes, trays and 
teapots act exactly the same as the 
sheets of wire gauze in the cells. They 
are cathodes which he electroplates 
with a metal. The difference is that he 
precipitates gold, silver, or some other 
metal which will not rust; in short, he 
covers a metal which readily rusts with 
another which either rusts more slow- 
ly or does not rust at all. 

“We do the very opposite. We elec- 
troplate our cathodes with metals 
which not only rust rapidly, but whose 
rust is readily soluble in water. Those 
metals are sodium and potassium, As 
quick as we electroplate our cathodes 
the electroplating rusts off and dis- 
solves in any water that may happen 
to be about. The presence of air and 
carbonic acid makes the rusting go on 
more rapidly. This gives better duty; 


that is to say, we decompose more salt 
with the same quantity of electricity.” 

“This is not the sort of explanation 
given by authorities on electrolysis,” I 
observed. 


“IT know it is not,’ said Mr. Har- 
greaves, “but then you asked for a 
plain and simple explanation, and I 


have given it you as plainly as I can. 
The authorities, as you call them, might 
give it you in the style of Oliver Gold- 
smith’s schoolmaster, whose 

Words of learned length and thundering sound 
Amazed the wondering rustics ranged around, 
but the chances are that you would be 
little wiser than before. This process 
has been done or commenced before 
scores of times. The trouble has been 
that the salt got mixed with the soda, 
which is a nuisance. To separate 
them is both difficult and costly. The 
soda also came into contact with the 
chlorine, forming hypochlorides, chlo- 
rates, etc., articles which are valuable 
enough in their proper places, but are 
not wanted there, and so, under the 
circumstances, are worth rather less 
than nothing.” 

“But is there no other way of getting 
the soda free from these impurities be- 
sides the system you are using?” 

“Yes; you can do it by precipitating 
your metal into a cathode of mercury, 
and then treat the mercury with water 
to rust and dissolve the sodium out 
again in the form of soda. It takes a 
greater electrical strain, but that is 
not the worst. I suppose you know 
something about people who work in 
mercury, don’t you? Well, then, you 
know what that means. They might 
work such a process in a cellar in a 
Lock hospital, perhaps, with advan- 
tage, but to work it on suchascale as 
would be needed in Widnes, why mer- 
cury would have to be handled in tons, 
and it is much more volatile than peo- 
ple suspect. Its vapors diffuses freely in 
the air, and mercury poisoning is chiet- 
ly due to breathing the mercury-loaded 
air by those who work among it. In 
discussing this question with my co- 
inventor, the late Mr. Thomas. Bird, 
after preliminary experiment, he de- 
clined to have his name connected 
with a process which should be likely 
to have such insanitary results. The 
authorities are not likely to tolerate 
such a manufacture for a moment when 
the disastrous consequences are real- 
ized. 

“The gases from the Le Blanc process 
are a nuisance and injure vegetation, 
but they are not poisonous, except in 
much larger quantities than are ever 
found outside the boundary of a works. 
They leave no injurious after affects 
on the human system, and are often 
actually beneficial as antiseptics. This 
is not the case with mercury, which 
undermines the constitution without 
betraying its presence until the health 
of the victim is permanently  under- 
mined.”’ 











Thus ended a most interesting and 
instructive visit.

If there has been any matter of in- 
terest on the exchange, it has not come 
to the surface; in fact, the wee *k has 
been devoid of features worthy of 
comment or record. The same unvary- 
ing report is heard at the close of each 
day-*'No sales.’ There have been 
bids and offers, but they have not led 
to business, there always being a dif- 
ference between the views of buyers 
and sellers, and the raising of a bid 
only serves to cause a corresponding 
advance in the price at which the oil 
is offered. The variations of the prices 
bid from day to day have not been of 
wide extent, and were somewhat influ- 
enced by news from the _ producing 
fields which has not been of especial 
interest, although reports of new wells 
coming in have not been wanting. 
These, however, have not shown any 
improvement in productive capacity, 
while the proportion of failures has 
been somewhat greater, and the efforts 


to find extensions to defined fields 
have for the most part proved 
futile. Considerable opposition is 


still expressed in Pennsylvania pro- 
ducing circles to the proposition to 
make refined from Lima crude a good 
delivery on orders for export oil, but 
it is one of those changes made neces- 
sary by altered conditions, and which 
is bound, sooner or later, to be made, 
and when made will probably be found 
to prove no detriment to these who re- 
garded it as a sore menace to their in- 
terests. The statistical situation has 
undergone no change, the runs and de- 
liveries, as shown by the daily pipe- 
line reports, indicating very little dif- 
ference.

The geology of the Canadian oil de- 
posits was first investigated by the late 
Dr. T. Sterry Hunt, and on his conclu- 
sions was based the first and most 
probable explanation of the origin and 
storage of limestone oils. He asserted

that these oils owe their formation to | 


the decomposition of animal remains in 
the midst of a marine calcareous de- 
posit. The cavities of the shells and 


corals afforded sufficient space for the | 


storage of the oil as it was formed. It 
is here clearly stated that the lime- 
stone is both source and reservoir. 


Whatever may have been the condi- 
tions of formation of petroleum and its 
deposition in other regions, subsequent 
developments in the Ohio fields have 
fully confirmed that portion, at least, of 
Hunt’s hypothesis, which makes the 
older limestone formations the reser- 
voir of the petroleums in question. 
The Canadian oil deposits are much 
nearer the surface than those in Ohio. 
As shown above, the depth of wells at 
Petrolia was formerly less than 400 
feet, and at Oil Springs less than 200 
feet. In the township of Enniskillen 
the depth and flow of several early 
wells were as follows:

It is, therefore, evident that the flow 
of oil from some of the Canadian wells 
has been very large. In 1889 there 
were thirteen refineries, nine at Petrolia 
and four at Oil Springs. 

The supply of oil came from 3,500 
wells, of which 2,500 were at Petrolia. 
The monthly production at Oil Springs 
amounted to 20,000 barrels, and the 
annual consumption, as nearly as could 
be estimated, was 704,690 barrels. At 
present the total number of wells is 
8,000, of which about 6,000 are in opera- 
tion at Petrolia. The annual produc- 
tion, as estimated by one of the best- 
informed oil men at Petrolia, is 800,- 
000 barrels annually, including the 
monthly output at Oil Springs, which is 
17,000 barrels. The average depth of 
wells at Petrolia is now 465 feet, and 
at Oil Springs. 3SO feet. From the 
large number of wells, it is evident 
that the average daily production of in- 
dividual wells is small. When first 
drilled, a well may yield a barrel or 
more daily, but the flow finally falls to 
one-half or one-third of a barrel. The 
small daily yield, however, is offset by 
the long life of the wells. Most of the 
wells flow steadily during long periods, 
some as long as thirty years. 


A peculiar method of storage has here 


been adopted, depending upon the im- 
pervious quality of the Erie clay. It 
consists of a tank in the earth, thirty 
feet in diameter, and from fifty to sixty 
feet deep, having a wooden lining to a 
depth of thirty feet. The surface of the 
tank below the wooden casing is of 
clay, and the capacity of the tank is 
from 5,000 to 10,000 barrels. ‘The total 
capacity of the tanks in both fields is 
1,000,000 barrels. Oil is collected from 
the individual wells in wagon tanks 
and brought to receiving tanks, from 
which it is pumped to the central sta- 
tions near the refineries. 

Canadian oil is refined in the ordinary 
manner. Much gas is evolved, which, 
as usual, is serviceable in heating the 
retorts. In the crude still, gasoline and 
burning oil are run off 'tto 7 degrees 
Beaume, and the residue is then trans- 
ferred to the tar still, from which heavy 
oils are distilled to 30.5 degrees Beaume 
and the residue coked. The last distil- 
late is again distilled and ‘the residue 
coked as before. In refining, much de- 
pends upon the skill of ‘the operator. 
With careful treatmentand tthe use of 
an alkaline solution of plumbic oxide, a 
burning oil of excellent quality is pre- 
pared, From Petrolia crude 2 per cent. 
of naphtha is obtained, and from Oil 
Springs, 7 per cent. The yield of burn- 
ing oil from both sources is 43 per cent. 
The quantity of tar is 30 per cent. of the 


refinery, | 


crude oil, from which the yield of 

heavy oils is 20 per cent., with a resi- 

due of coke equivalent to 10 per cent. 
| The anticlinal system is well marked 
| in the Canadian fields, and is similar 
to that of the oil-bearing limestone 
| formation in Ohio. The anticlinals are 
low terraces, and the oil collects on the 
slopes toward the summit, where it is 
held under pressure by the salt water. 
| The variations in the oil-bearing strata 
| have been carefully studied by Messrs. 
M. G. Woodward and F. J. Carman, 
from whom I obtained valuable in- 
formation concerning this and other 
features of ofl production in the Cana- 
dian fields. 

At present the main producing field 
at Petrolia is five miles in length and 
two miles in maximum width on an 
anticlinal which takes the direction of 
W.NW. by E.SE. Much prospecting has 
been carried on outside of the produm 
ing fields, and has shown that the 
Corniferous limestone is reached at 
Petrolia at 335 feet. Sixteen miles dis- 
tant from Petrolia, at Sarnia, in a west 
northwesterly direction, it descends to 
a depth of 508 feet. East of Petrolia 
the stratum again dips to 390 feet, and 
again rises, and at this point many-at- 
tempts, some partially successful, have 
been made to discover another deposit 
similar to that at Petrolia. Still fur- 
ther distant, im a southeasterly direc- 
tion from Georgian Bay, the Cornifer- 
ous limestone outcrops; and still fur- 
ther away, the Trenton limestone ap- 
pears at the surface. The latter forma- 
tion may be reached beneath the 
Petrolia anticlinal at a depth of 2,000 
feet or more, but it is not, as in Ohio, 
an important reservoir of ofl. Inde- 
pendently of the main producing fields 
in ‘this section, much oll has been taken 
from “pockets;” indeed, the great pro- 
ducing wells seem to have derived their 
supply from these sources. Two years 
ago, while surveying a section just out- 
side the line of productive territory, 
and partly surrounded in a semicircle 
by flowing wells, an oil man suggested 
the possibility that a pocket might be 
found in this space. Upon sinking a 
well, oil was found in quantity, and it 
proved to flow, as predicted, from a 
pocket which has since yielded a large 
supply. 

The oil territory at Oil Springs fs situ- 
ated on an anticlinal parallel to that 
wich supplies oil at Petrolia, and ten 
miles distant. As already explained, 
the oll rock is nearer the sufface, and 
in addition to the great wells which 
undoubtedly came from pockets, until 
recent years the daily flow was ten or 
fifteen barrels. At present it does not 
much exceed the flow at Petrolia previ- 
ously mentioned. It has been thought 
very probable thet the anticlinal which 
contains ithe Oil Springs deposit incloses 
other deposits, and, consequently, much 
prospecting has been done along the 
direction of this anticlinal, especially 
in the township of Euphemia, where oil 
has been found in Hmited amounts, at 
a distance of twenty miles from Oil 
Springs. 

In studying the geology of the sulphur 
petroleums. striking differences are ob- 
served in comparing the geological 
formations in different localities. While 
it seems very probable that the deposits 
of oil in the Ohio and Canadian terri- 
tory have been formed iin ‘the lime- 
stones by the decomposition of animal 
remains, in other localities sulphur 
petroleums are found in rock forma~ 
tions essentially different from the 
limestone deposits. In the volume of 
| the Geological Survey of Kentucky, pub. 
lished in 1891, Orton gives an account 
of the geological formations connected 
with the oil deposits im that region. 
While similar conditions of source, 
reservoir and cover are ‘there found 
with porosity and the anticlinal 
structure, a black’ shale _ consti- 
tutes the rock in which the oil 
is stored, placing ‘the oil in the Devo- 
nian formation instead of in the lower 
Silurian, which is the horizon of the 
Ohio sulphur oil. It is explained that 
the essential différence in the rock 
formations in which oil is stored is only 
in degree, as is shown by the wide dis. 
tribution in Oho, where there is scarce- 
ly a geological formation that does not 
contain oil. The different shales con- 
tain it in variable quantities, but the 
necessary conditions of accumulation 
(impenetrable cover, etc.) for economic 
production are wanting. 

In reviewing the iistinctive proper- 
ties of the limestone oils, as compared 
with Pennsylvania oil, Orton states in 
this report that they are dark in color, 
heavy, with a high specific gravity, and 
a rank odor from the sulphur com- 
pounds they contain. In these respects 
it is found that the oils of Canada, 
Kentucky and Tennessee, the new field 
in Northwestern Ohio, and the oil of 
the Utica shale and Hudson River 








group, in the latter State, are similar. 
In accounting for the storage in the 
shales, their natural agency is based 
upon their impervious quality, which 
prevented rapid decomposition of vege- 
table matter, with the aid also of the 
affinity of the clay for oil. 

A marked peculiarity in the geologi- 
cal formation containing deposits of 
sulphur petroleum is found in Califor- 
nia. These deposits have been care- 
fully studied by Professor S. F. Peck- 
ham (Geol. Surv. of Cal., Vol. 2, Ap- 
pendix). The source of the California 
bitumen is invariably a bluish slate or 
shale, more or less compact, with a 
variable mixture of fine quartz sand, 
There are occasional outcroppings of 
bitumen, but the conditions of reser- 
voir and cover, which have been found 
essential in oil deposits where oil is 
stcred under pressure, here seem to be 
largely or entirely wanting, with the 
result that the oil deposits exert a low 
pressure if any. The oils obtained from 
these deposits are quite different in 
their properties from the Pennsylvania 
oils, and, in fact, from any other Amer- 
ican oils that are the source of com- 
mercial products. Their specific grav- 
ity is very high (0.875-1.653), and very 
small quantities distil! within the lim- 
its of burning oil dstillates; in fact, 
without resorting to cracking, probably 
very small quantities of illuminating 
oils can be prepared from this petro- 
leum. The percentage of sulphur is 
higher than that of the other sulphur 
petroleums, as well as the percentage 
of nitrogen, which varies between 0.56 
and 1.12. Asis pointed out in the de- 
scription of this petroleum, there is 
strong evidence in favor of its forma- 
tion from animal remains. Certain 
constituents of the crude oil are so un- 
stable that when exposed to the air 
for some time the oil becomes impreg- 
nated with maggots. 


A description of the occurrence of pe- 
troleum in any particular district can 
hardly be considered complete without 
some reference to the enormous de- 
posits of oil at Baku, on the shore of 
the Caspian Sea. Although the oils 
from this region contain no consider- 
able quantity of sulphur, in some re- 
spects and with reference to certain 
other constituents, the sulphur oils 
may be found to resemble the Russian 
product. As in other oil regions the 
sections furnishing oil at Baku are 
quite limited in extent. The great dis- 
trict of Balakhani, with an area of 
from four to five square miles, is about 
eight miles north of Baku on the 
coast; and two or three miles south of 
Baku on the seashore is another very 
small district, Bibi-Eibat. Statistical 
or other reliable information concern- 
ing the Russian oil fields is meagre, 
and the points here presented are 
taken from the report for 1886 of the 
United States Consul, J. C. Chambers, 
at Batoum. According to this report 
the depth of the wells varies bétween 
175 and 1,030 feet. 

The deepest well at Bibi-Eibat, 700 
feet deep, produced from 30,000 to 40,- 
0 barrels daily during fifteen days, 
after which it ceased to flow. Very 
little information is accessible concern- 
ing the geology of the Baku district be- 
vond the fact that the oil Is derived 
from the Tertiary formation. 

FORMATION OF PETROLEUM. 

The formation of petroleum has re- 
ceived much attention from both the 
chemical and the geological point of 
view, and the _ prevailing theories 
have been ably presented and dis- 
cussed by Professor Orton in the 
rerorts mentioned above. Until the 
discovery of great quantities of oil 
in the Trenton limestone, the ge- 
ologists, In this country, at least, 
attributed the formation of petroleum 


exclusively to the decomposition of 
vegetation. The early suggestions of 
Hunt that the formation should be re- 
ferred to animal remains in the lime- 
stones of the primitive rocks, attracted 
little attention until they received sup- 
port from recent discoveries. Abroad, 
the prevailing’ belief seems to have 
‘been that the formation of all petro- 
leums should ‘be referred to the decom- 
position of animal remains. Credence 
is still given by some -writers to the 
theory of Mendelejeff that all petrole- 
ums have been, and are still, formed 
by the action of water on iron or iron 
carbides, highly heated within the 
earth; but for lack of proof and the 
serious objections based upon observed 
facts, urged by geologists, this expla- 
nation is not generally accepted. At 
present the data collected seem to be 
insufficient to establish any particular 
method of formation. Even if the 
theory of animal origin ‘be accepted 
for the limestone oils, it cannot be as- 
serted that vegetable remains may not 
have been in part instrumental. 


In 1865 Warren and Storer subjected 
@ lime soap prepared from menhaden 
oil to destructive distillation, and ob- 
tained a hydrocarbon, naphtha, from 
which they separated several series of 
hydrocarbons identical with those 
which Warren had previously identified 
in Pennsylvania petroleum. More re- 
cently Engler submitted the American 
menhaden oil to destructive distilla- 
tion under high pressure, and, in the 
product distilled, was able to identify 
the constituents ordinarily separated 
from natural petroleum, including 
naphtha, the burning oil hydrocarbons 
and paraffine. Engler therefore con- 
cludes that all petroleum has been de- 
rived from the decomposition of similar 
organic remains under the same con- 
ditions. Probably no better summary 
of the present state of the theories con- 
cerning the origin of petroleum can be 
given than that sugzested by Orton. 

(1) “Petroleum is derived from ovr- 
‘ganic matter. 

(2) “Petroleum of the Pennsylvania 
type is derived from the organic mat- 
ter of ‘bituminous shales, and is prob- 
ably of vegetable origin. 

(8) “Petroleum of the Canada type is 
derived from limestone and is probably 
of animal origin. 

(4) “Petroleum has been produced at 
normal rock temperatures (in A'meri- 
can fields), and is not a product of de- 
structive distillation of ‘bituminous 
shales. 

6) “The stock of petroleum in the 
rock 1s already practically complete.” 


CHEMICAL COMPOSITION OF PE- 
TROLEUM. 

Although various attempts had pre- 
viously been made to separate the con- 
stituents of petroleum, the first sys- 
tematic examination was undertaken 
in 1862 by Pelouze and Cahours, who 
identified the presence of the series of 
hydrocarbons beginning with 
butane, boiling at 0 degree. From the'r 
regults, Pelouze and Cahours assumed 
that the heavier oils and paraffine 
have the same composition as the 
hydrocarbons of lower boiling points. 
and as a_ generic term for. the 
series, Watt suggested the name nara- 
ffine hydrocarbons, by which these con- 
stituents of petroleum have since been 
known in chemical literature. Mem- 
‘bers of the same series were observed 
by Schorlemmer in a product distilled 
from cannel coal; and in a distillation 
of American petroleum, Schorlemmer 
obtained other members of the series 
that had been overlooked by Pelouse 
and Cahours. C. M. Warren undertook 
a more thorough investigation of Penn- 
sylvania petroleum. conducting the 
separations in a fractional condenser 
which he shad devised especially for 
such distillations. In a long course of 
distillations, Warren’ separated two 
series of hydrocarbons, beginning with 
‘butane, with an homologous difference 
in boiling points for CH? of 20 degrees. 
and with a difference in boiling points 
‘between the members of one series and 
the isomeric members of the other, of 
a little less than 8 degrees. One of the 
series identified by Warren, terminates 
at 127.8 degrees, the other at 150 de- 
grees, The fractions of higher boiling 
pointts were found ‘to contain members 
of the series CnH2n. The results of 
Warren indicated, in ‘the distiillaites 
above 150 degrees, the absence of 
members of the series CnH2n—2, not- 
withstanding ‘the assertions of Pelouze 
and Cahours that distillates from 
tthese portions of petroleum have the 
composition thhomologous with marsh 
gas. In the earlier examinations of 
American petroleum by Pelouze and 
Cahours and by Schorlemmer, it is 
somewhat uncertain to what extent 
Pennsylvania crude oil was employed. 
and to what extent Canadian oil, since 
in allusions to the crude product Amer- 
iean petroleum is mentioned, with oc- 
cagional reference to Pennsylvania or 
to Canada as the particular source. 

The presence of aromatic hydrocar- 
bons in American petroleum was first 
established in 1856, by Schorlemmer. 
who identified benzol and toluol in a 
distillaite collected below 150 degrees 
from Canadian petroleum, by treating 
this portion of ‘the oil with nitric acid. 
reducing with tin and hydrochloric 
acid and distilling with sodic hydrate. 
The off distilled had ‘the odor of ani- 
line, and gave the rosaniline reaction 
with bleaching powder. The distillate 
between 150 degrees and 170 degrees 
gave a mixture of liquid and solid 
nitro-products, and ‘tthe solid portion 
was recognized as triniitrocumol. Ben- 
zol and its homologues have since been 
found in Pennsylvania petroleum by 
several chemists. Petrocene was in- 
vestigated by Sadtler.

OF MAKING SAME. Issued Aug. 20, 
1895. 

Claim.—1l. The process for producing 
a blue direct dying coloring matter 
which consists in combining one molec- 
ular proportion of  tetrazodiphenyl 
chloride with two molecular proportions 
of the one-eighth amidonaphthol disul- 
pho acid hereinbefore described. 

2. As a new product the dyestuff 
having the formula hereinbefore stated, 
and which when dried and finely pow- 
dered forms a grayish black powder 
torming a reddish blue in water from 
which dark blue flakes separate on auu- 
ing common salt, in sodium carbon- 
ate and ammonia it dissolves with pure 
blue color, in soda lye with reddish 
blue color, and from these solutions 
mineral acids throw down a dark blue 
precipitate, the supernatant fluid as- 
suming a reddish color, by concen- 
irated sulphuric acid it is dissolved 
with greenish blue color, and on add- 
ing water to this solution a finely pow- 
dered blue precipitate is immediately 
separated, which dissolves in an excess 
of water with the same color, and 
which dyes cotton in soap baths a 
pure blue fast to alkalies.
